“We were all disappointed 
when the Brondby deal fell 
through,” said Branko Cu- 
lina of his son‘s move, “but 
maybe that was a blessing in 
disguise. 

Tt certainly made clubs in 
Europe aware that Australia 
has talented kids, 

“For Jason the move to 
Ajax was a case of the right 
person at the right place in 
the right time. 

“But he had offers from 
other clubs and in the end 
the Ajax deal wasn‘t the 
biggest from a financial 
point of view. 

“Hamburg offered Jason 
$1.Smillion a year which is 
just staggering. 

“But Ajax have treated 
him like a king and he is 
very impressed with their 
set-up and the way they 
have looked after him. 

“He didn‘t want to go to 
Italy and the lifestyle in 
Holland will probably suit 
him a lot better. 

“Ajax is a massive club 
and the pressure won’t be as 
great as it would if he had 
gone to Italy or Germany.”

Culina also agreed that there 
would be no larffuage barrier 
with English being a second 
language in Holland and that 
that would certainly make. a 
difference to his son settling. 

“We have got good young 
players in Australia and they 
can make a good return from 
playing soccer,” he said. 

“Jason has proved that we 
have talent in this country.” 


Tronically just two seasons 
ago it looked like Jason Cu- 
lina would move to Canberra 
Cosmos on a loan deal. 

At that time he couldn‘t 
command a regular place in 
the Sydney United starting 
line-up and his father, at that 
time coaching Cosmos, of- 
fered a deal to bring him to 
Canberra on oan. 

Sydney United refused but 
at the beginning, of this season 
he moved across town to Syd- 
ney Olympic where his father 
had been appointed head 
coach. 

Branko Culina was openly 
disappointed about the off- 
field factors which prevented 
Jason from moying to 


-Brondby but is now recon- 


ciled that bureaucracy has 
dealt his son a favour. 

“Yes, it is better all round,” 
he told Inside Soccer after 
returning from Holland. 

“Jason is very pleased with 
the way it has all worked out.” 

"He's joining one of the 
biggest club teams in the 
world and is going to be rea- 
sonably well off from this.

Carlton general manager 
Lou Sticca said his club had a 
good working relationship 
with Panathinaikos after trans- 
ferring Andy Vlahos there 
earlier this year. 

"We have opened fruitful 
dialogoue with Panathinaikos, 
Colosimo did go there as a 
guest of the club to check out 
the facilities at a big European 
club,” Sticca said.

THEIR triumphs may be 
separated by three dec- 
ades and a professional 
revolution in the sport 
but Matt Busby and Alex 
Ferguson are now cn- 
twined by far more than 
the thread of European 
Cup successes which they 
brought to Manchester 
United. 

Both were born in 
Scotland, moved to Eng- 
land to gain worldwide 
international recognition, 
spoke with honesty and 
freedom when they 
wanted, set ferocious 
levels of commitment and 
desire and never wavered 
from a shared dream of 
bringing the most treas- 
ured trophy in European 
club soccer back to Old 
Trafford. 

And both, according to 
a man who was part of 
the two tumultuous and 
victorious occasions in 
1968 and 1999, under- 
stood the sense of style 
and destiny which drove 
their teams to hard- 
earned and dramatic suc- 
cesses.

PELE,, who spearheaded 
Brazil's World Cup victo- 
ries in 1958 and 1970, 
has said he would not 
support his country’s bid 
to host the 2006 World 
Cup. 

"The Brazil bid for 
2006 is a complete waste 
of money," said Pele, 
adding that Brazil would 
not be ready to host the 
tournament for another 
10 years, 

"The country might 
have been a candidate for 
the World Cup a few 
years ago when the econ- 
omy was stable but it is 
not prepared for it now. 
If they asked me to help 
the bid I would refuse. 

"T don't want to partici-. 
pate in any group trying 
to get the vote for 2006. 
Their intention is to get 
some money but not do a 
great deal of work for it. 

"Brazil does not have 
one stadium that could 
host a World Cup match. 
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The Maracana is in a 
terrible state and you 
would have to spend bil- 
lions’ of dollars to make 
the stadiums ready. It 
would be a total waste of 
money. 

"I think Brazil's bid is a 
lost cause and I will not 
be associated with it." 

Pele is the setond 
member of the 1970 
World Cup-winning team 
to publicly declare his 
opposition to the bid. 

Tostao, who played 
alongside Pele in the 4-1 
win over Italy in the 1970 
final, said last month he 
would not support the 
bid. Pele, who has long 
been at loggerheads with 
Brazilian Football Asso- 
ciation (CBD) officials in 
both a personal and pro- 
fessional capacity, said 
that he thought Africa 
deserved to host the 
World Cup in seven 
years’ time. 

That was FIFA's think- 
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ing too, he said, but. it 
was far from certain that 
an African country 
could host a 32-team 
tournament. 

Five countries - Brazil, 
England, Germany, Mo- 
tocco and South Africa - 


are still bidding to 
stage the finals. FIFA's 
Executive Coinmittee

South Melbourne veteran 
nabs two in second half 
comeback at Olympic Park 


by Alan Clark 


SOUTH Melboume achieved back-to-back Championships, 
coming from behind to win 3-2 over Sydney United at Mel- 
bourne's Olympic Park on Sunday. 

With the win comes the considerable prize of becoming Aus- 
tralia's representative in the Oceania qualifiers for the inaugural 
FIFA World Clubs' Cup. 

This showdown meeting of South Melbourne and Sydney 
United in the 1999 Championship game was an appropriate one. 


In their meetings in the 
home-and-away phase of the 
season both had managed a 1- 
0 home win. 

Over two legs in their Finals 
Series meeting, South had 
narrowly won 2-1. 

Tt would not have been a 
travesty had Sydney United 
won that contest - the margin 
of difference between the two 
was negligible. 

These sides had been in a 
class of their own throughout 
the year, and no other team 
had realistically looked capa- 
ble of challenging their he- 
gemony. 

United took an early lead in 
the Grand Final from an 
eighth minute header from 
Olyroo Mile Sterjovski con- 
verting the Pumas’ first corner 
ably taken by Michael Santa- 
lab. 

There was the possibility, 
given the tight nature of the 
teams' previous four meetings, 
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that this goal might just be 
enough, and that the remain- 
ing 82 minutes might be tight 
and dour. 

But this was to underesti- 
mate both teams’ desire to 
land the knock-out blow. 

United peppered the South 
goal, winning a series of cor- 
ners, each one with the poten- 
tial to stretch the lead. 

There were hard-fought bat-. 
tles in all positions on the 
park, with the type of tackling 
and refusal to concede ground 
expected in the season's ulti- 
mate match. 

At times, it threatened to 
boil over - one such moment 
came just before the end of the 
first' period when a tackle on 
Steve Panopoulos by David 
Barrett left the diminutive 
South midfielder on the 
ground, only to be hit by the 
ball deliberately struck at him 
after the foul was awarded. 

This provoked angry scenes 
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and the involvement of play- 
ers of both sideS and their 
respective benches before 
order was restored. 

Three players - Barrett, 
Paul Trimboli, and Nathan 
Day - found themselves 
booked for the incident. 

Speaking of the incident 
later, Trimboli said: "It's a 
big occasion, and there's a 
lot of tension. 

“People are pretty fired- 


up. 

“T just thought there was a 
cheap shot there by one of 
their players, and I don't 
think that's necessary." 

Sydney United had made 
most of the running in the 
first half, aided by a handy 
wind, but it was in the early 
moments of the second half 
that the balance tipped 
South Melbourne's way. 

It was captain Trimboli 
who made the breakthrough, 
scoring eight minutes into 
that half, with a header from 
a comer swung in from Go- 
tan Lozanovski, and which 
got by Santalab at the near- 
post.
